Ibsen’s ‘Hedda Gabler’ 
starts Vanguard season

Hedda Gabler,’’ a play 
written by Norwegian 
playwright Henrik Ibsen, will 
be presented tonight, 
tomorrow, and Saturday at 8 
pm, in the Fine Arts Building 
Theatre, by Vanguard 
Theatre 

The box office reported 
Monday that the tickets for the 
production were selling well 
Ninety tickets were sold in a 
three hour period after the box 
office opened Monday 
Individuals interested in 
purchasing tickets were en 
couraged to do so as soon as 
possible 

Admission to the play is $2 
for students and $2 50 for non 
students.

“Ibsen was once considered 
an avant-garde playwright,” 
William Snyder, Vanguard 
Theatre director, stated 
When this play was written 
in 1890 some people called it 
obscene--said it was too 
outspoken and labeled it 
sewage ” 


He explained that “Hedda 
Gabler” was about a woman 
who wanted to be free- 
emancipated. A woman who 
wanted a life the way she 
chose disregarding society or 
traditional ethics But she 
lacked the courage for this 
free life and settled for a 
demuring existence Terribly 
frustrated, she became an 
extremely destructive 
woman 

Ibsen, considered by most 
critics as the father of modtrn 
drama, made realism and 
naturalism important elem¬ 


ents on the stage along with 
famous playwrights Chekhov 
and Strindberg, Snyder said 

“‘Hedda Gabler' is probably 
his most famous play...and 
certainly the most produced,” 
he stated “He often dealt with 
social problems in his plays 
and several of them dealt with 
so-called “new women” or 
liberated women-women who 
desire something more from 
life than running a kin¬ 
dergarten in their own 
home* ”

A motion was made «t the 
Academic Senate meeting 
Tuesday to accept the 
recommendation of the 
curriculum committee 
Approximately 45 minutes of 
discussion on the calendar 
was held before the motion 
was voted on 

Before discussing the 
calendar, the senators were 
presented with a resolution 
from the SGA Congress 
requesting that they table 
action on the calendar 
Trentham and Dr DeWitt 
Stone. Academic Senate 
chairman presented in

Chancellor Larry T 
McGehee presented his 
requests for the UTM budget 
for 1977-78 in Memphis 
yesterday as a part of the 
THEC ‘ Budget Request 
Hearings 

Representing UTM. he first 
made statements concerning 
his evaluation of the THEC 
system, followed by his own 
University requests for UTM 
He said if the pattern of the 
past remains the same this 
year. UTM will probably 
receive virtually the same 
amount of money that he 
requests, following a number 
of legal channels and 
discussions 

He explained the pattern of 
events in last year’s hearings 
First, he presented the actual 
recommendation which he felt 
was vital for the University 
After his presentation THEC 


(Tennessee Higher Education 
System), then took the 
recommendation and cut 
roughly a half million off. 
Following this cut. they then 
added the inflation factor 
which upped the recom 
mendation back up to its 
original total, but then the 
state legislature cut the 
amount again, finally arriving 
at an acceptable figure only 
after correspondence with 
each of the University 
representatives Last year’s 
total allotment for UTM was 
approximately a little over $1 
million less than McGehee s 
original request. The original 
request was $8,209,000 for last 
year while the 

resulting allotment was only 
$7,140,000 

“What normally happens is 
that the state tells us they only 
have this much money for 
state education so they must 
make cuts to match this 


amount already available,” 
McGehee explained. “Nor 
mally there is a lot of 
discussion as far as 
enrollment is concerned 
because this figures in with 
the budget requests but that 
shouldn’t be a problem this 
year ” 

According to the THEC 
formula University budgets 
are to be broken down into the 
following categories: in 
struction, organized 
educational activities, 
libraries, remedial program, 
academic support, student 
services, institutional support, 
physical plant, staff benefits, 
and student aid, and matching 
funds for grants and con 
tracts 

McGehee began his 
presentation explaining to the 
delegation that the UTM 
request for the 1977-78 would 
be $8,106,000 This total, he 
explained was only $362,000 


more than last year’s initial 
request, less than a five 
percent increase It was one 
particular statement made by 
McGehee that demonstrated 
to the THEC officials that this 
year’s request for next year 
was a unique one. 

“I want to suggest to you 
that we look at UT Martin in a 
way you have not looked at us 
before, ' he stated “Instead of 
talking about what the THEC 
formula generates for UTM 
when all the headcounts and 
square feet are fed into the 
formula. let’s discuss 
something other than head 
and feet, and get to the heart 
of the matter ' 

He began his somewhat 
lengthy speech with the topic 
of enrollments On this par 
ticular issue, however, he 
spoke up against the formula 
as it presently exists

Due to a confusion in facts 
the Facer wishes to further 
explain the housing policy 
article which appeared in last 
week's issue of The Facer. 
( olonel George Freeman, 
director of housing, wishes to 
assure students that the new 
$50 prepayment will be in¬ 
corporated in the Fall Quarter 
registration of 1977-78.

He also explained 
that the $50 prepay ment will 
not be returned to the students 
following their graduation or 
other departure from I'TM.

MacIntyre views football program

In an interview with The Facer Friday morning Coach 
George MacIntyre answered several questions which pertain 
to the improvements of this year’s team, as well as his own 
feelings of the financial condition of this year's football 
program 

Since that interview the UTM football team has upped its 
record from 5-3 to 6-3 with a devastating romp over the 
University of North Alabama 31-7. This win served as a 
warm-up for this weekend’s upcoming battle with what 
should be the Pacer’s toughest game in recent UTM history 
The game is against Tennessee State University, presently 
ranked number seven nationally in the small college division 

W r ith this game in mind questions were also asked as to how 
MacIntyre is preparing his Pacers for its toughest game of 
the season Other questions were asked, some concerning 
personnel in both the player and coaching ranks, the outlook 
for next year as well as the rest of this year, as well as many 
others The following are the exact auestions which were 
presented to him The answers were edited at a minimal 
amount so as to fully present his views 

At the start of Winter Quarter The Facer will present a 
wrap-up of this year’s football season, again, with an ex 
elusive interview with the head coach This interview, 
however, is for the purpose of allowing him a chance to bring 
the ITM students and other supporters a little closer to the 
program itself So. as asked by The Facer and answered by 
Coach MacIntyre, the following are the exact questions and 
answers 

Q: Do you feel the football program could have achieved an 


equally high plateau in the future without the increased 
amount of money that has been spent within the last two 
years? 

A: Well, I think that in any program, to succeed you have to 
be able to recruit and in our situation in West Tennessee 
there is just a limited number of football players, so 
recruiting is the name of the game As far as increased 
numbers in scholarships, that isn't a wild number as com 
pared to what was here previously It's really not that many 
more The increased amount of money spent, of course, has 
been in salaries, and in recruiting If you're going to compete 
in our conference where the coaches are full time coaches 
and not full time teachers, of course, you have to spend 
money to have full time people like that I don’t think we 
could be anywhere near to where we’ve gotten to this point 
without some increased benefits 

Q: What is vour reaction to the roaming rumors that 
football, along with other organized campus sports, will 
ultimately become club sports? 

A: I think this is a rumor that is not just here at UT Martin 
This is my fifth University and you hear these everywhere 
This is a rumor that’s not just confided to us 1 think com 
petitive sports and in particular football, is the last real 
combat sport where you can hit somebody without getting 
penalized Football has a place in America It 's an American 
sport I haven't heard anything concrete about it being here 
at IT Martin at that point I don't really listen to it along that 
line I'm sure maybe a 100 years from now our whole idea of 
sports the way they are. will be changed I really don't know 
the answer to that I don't think anyone does 

Q Do you feel the money taken in to the University by 


football will ever equal the expenditures on football? Flease 
answer this question using present and future status. 

A: That’s a hard question to really answer In facts and 
figures and plain dollars and cents, if you said that the 
scholarship money given to a kid to go to school was strictly a 
football expenditure. I would say that in any Division II level 
of where there is no chance of having more than seven or 
eight thousand people at a ball game in which half of these 
are students, then we never will All the people we play are in 
this same boat this season But 1 don't know how you can put 
money figures on a boy getting a degree and providing 
pleasures for his fellow students I don’t know how you can 
put a money figure on that 

Q: There have been rumors concerning your usage of 
particular personnel in games. In other words, there has 
been expressed concern that you are not using the best actual 
talent on the field. Could you elaborate being as specific as 
possible? 

A: I haven't heard any of these rumors, but it doesn't really 
matter to me what these rumors are since it's my job to put 
whoever I think is the best out there 1 think anybody that 
thinks that a coach doesn't put his best players that he works 
with day by day on the field, is kind of silly Of course I 
haven’t heard any of these rumors I'm not worried about it 
at all though It doesn’t bother me I think one thing a coach 
has to not be is thin-skinned, because everybody seems to 
know his job better than he does This is true with Coach 
Battle at UTK and everywhere in the nation Any time there 
are rumors about anything, at least, people are interested I 
think that's a positive part and not a negative one 

Q. What is your reaction to campus and community sup 


port for the football team this year ” Have you been satisfied 
with the crowds? 

\ I think my reaction is a positive reaction I think people 
in general w ill flock to a winner There is no question about 
that And as we improve I think our crowds and the attitudes 
will continue to improve From my standpoint I never will 
forget the people who were there w hen we weren't winning. 
These are the people who have won a place in my heart and 
the team's heart These are the people who are your true 
fnends and who are truly behind your program. 

I have been impressed with the crowds. I’m not as im¬ 
pressed with our tnp crowds, our away from home crowd*.

Student rights violated 
by dictatorial senators

UTM students have been totally disregarded in 
choosing the calendar for the next academic 
year 

The Academic Senates decision to 1 m 
iplament a conventional quarter system at this 
time . despite the SGA Congress’s request that 
the calendar decision be delayed until January 
is a blatant refusal to allow students a voice in 
a matter that affects students moat of all 
• Congress acted swiftly and decisively on this 
matter, calling a special meeting to discuss the 
calendar question, only to be brushed off l > the 
Academic Senate Congress has attempted to 
present the views of the students in this matter 
but apparently the Senate has decided that 
students should have no part in deciding when 
they begin and end the school year 

There was no apparent reason for the 
Academic Senate to make a decision on the 
calendar at this time Last year the calendar 
was not designated until January and there is 
no reason the same could not be done this year 
Chancellor McGehee made the decision last 
year, in January, stating that a decision was 
possible at such a late date because, although 
the copy for the UTM Catalog had to be in by 
January, the proofs could be submitted at a 
later date 


There are some obvious reasons for delaying 
a calendar decision The SGA Congress was 
informed of the impending calendar decision 
only last week There was simply not enough 
time for Congress to seek student opinion on 
this matter But it would probably have made 
no difference, if Congress had been given more 
time, judging from the Academic Senate’s 
apparent lack of regard for Congressional 
resolutions and student input 

The calendar currently in use was selected 
last year before we had completed the first 
Interim Term calendar ever used at UTM 
This year the Academic Senate has decided to 
go back to a Conventional calendar while still in 
the midst of a Split Winter calendar It seems a 
bit ridiculous to keep abandoning calendars 
before they are completely experienced 
Perhaps the Academic Senate has developed 
the ability to foresee the future, along with 
their power to dictate it 

The Academic Senate has spoken UTM will 
have a different calendar for the third time in 
three years and the decision was made with 
virtually no input from UTM students 
Chancellor McGehee can reverse this decision 
and it is now up to him to make sure that this 
disgraceful disregard for student opinion is 
rectified 
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Congress should approve 
officer abolishment proposal 


In their recent approval of a proposed 
amendment to the SGA Constitution that would 
abolish class officers, Congress has acted 
wisely in taking a step towards eliminating 
unnecessary titles and offices 
Modern education does not lend itself to the 
older, more traditional form of class 
organization There are many students who are 
members of two different classes in the same 
year. Current methods of determining a 
students classification long ago rendered 
impractical the use of class officers 
Classification has become only a method of 
determining how many hours a student needs 
to graduate, and it is certainly not the basis for 
social or academic alignment that it was 20 


Congress to handle with the number of mem¬ 
bers now elected to Congress The loss of 16 
interested students to SGA could hurt the ef¬ 
fectiveness of that organization It has been 
suggested that each upper class be allotted two 
Congresspersons due to the loss of class of 
ficers and this would seem to be a workable, if 
only partial solution The active use of COmmentS 
Congress alternates on committees could be 
the remainder of the solution This method 
would assure SGA of the participation of 36 
Congresspersons and their alternates for ap 
pointments to student positions on University 
committees 

There was a friendly amendment to the 
resolution recently passed by Congress which 
would apply to a class office, in this case, only 
to the Senior class president This amendment 
recommended that the office of Senior class 
president be retained due to the postgraduation 
functions performed by the person holding this 
office each year There is no real reason to 
retain this office, as opposed lo other class 
offices, since Alumni Affairs performs this 

function much better than any one person 
could 

Congress has done a good job on this issue 
and should be commended for taking action on 
a matter that was long over due. Class officers 
serve no purpose in the system now in use and, 
therefore, should be abolished, but if one 
position goes, they should all go, including the 
Senior class president

A; 1 think the attitude* themselves had to change before 
the winning take* place I'm not taying we've got the attitude 
to win 11 games yet. but that take* attitude and player*

now is that of a little more confidence than we would have 
after losing We've lost three baU games and in all three 
games we’ve felt that we had chance* to win all three of 
them From this our ki<fc' attitudes could go up or down and 
they’ve gone up I've been impressed by our senior*' at 
titudes We’ve got some kids that have been here a long time 
before they woo any They really feel a lot of pride in the 
victories so far this season I feel really good for them 
knowing that they've achieved something that maybe a lot of 
people felt they couldn’t do They now have a confident at¬ 
titude They’ll leave college with a good feeling about their 
football career and about their school and be a lot better 
alumni far this 

Q: You're got a 8-3 mo. d sod arc coming upon perhaps 
your biggest obstacle in UTM football history, that being 
Tennessee Stale University. The question is not can you win. 
but are you doing anything different In preparation for TSU? 

A: 1 think it's a big game You or I either one haven't been 
here long enough to know if it’s been the biggest in UTM 
history, but I think it's against probably the highest ranked 
team we've ever played in history I don't think 1’U have to do 
anything different for the game because the game itself is big 
enough 1 will have very little in setting the tempo for getting 
ready for the game. The players realize how big a game it is 
I think the students also know how big a game it is. Their 
school will be on a national level. We won't have to do 
anything except maybe calm the people down a little bit I 
think we'll get a great, great effort out of our kids. I think it’s 
going to be a really great spectacle. 

Q: How do the players feel about playing a school of 
Tennessee State's caliber? 

A: Ever since we got them on the schedule which was two 
springs ago a lot of our kids have been looking forward to it. I 
think they want to play people who the students and the 
townspeople recognize The idea of just playing Tennessee 
State is a super idea to our kids 
Q: Do you feel UTM is headed for a bowl bid in the near 
future, perhaps even this year? 

A: There is an outside chance this year, but quite frankly, 
it would come as a surprise this fall. We're still a real young 
football team. It would be very surprising to get a bid. We 
would have to win eight games to get it. Of course, we're 
planting on doing this, or. at least, trying to do it. I don’t 
thin;, there's any doubt that we’ll be a prime candidate next 
year. We'll have an experienced football team back and 
barring injuries to any key people we’ll be pointing to that. It 
will be our goal as a team. It has been my goal as a coach to 
get us there by the third year 
Q: How much do you feel the football program has 
progressed in the last two years and could you give a brief 
outline of next year's outlook? 

A: There is no question that we’ve progressed in a lot of 
ways. We’ve progressed as a football team, and of course, 
we’re winning some games that we didn’t win before Of 
course, we had a long way to go so there had to be some 
progress shown. I think we’ve made bigger strides in our kids 
becoming part of the campus. They now have a little pride in 
what they do on campus and also in their school itself. 
They’re no longer a football player first and all the rest of the 
things if they have time for it. We’ve tried to get it in line and 
we've come a long way. I think football is a very important 
phase of a college life to the fact that it is the very First thing 
that a freshman is involved with as a part of his campus. If it 
starts off good then he’ll have positive attitudes about the 
entire year. If it starts off bad then the whole campus seems 
to have a kind of a sour attitude towards a lot of things. I 
think it’s good to have a good football team, particularly for 
the freshmen. And every year a third of your campus is 
freshmen. 

I think we're on schedule. I’m really looking forward to 
these last two ball games. I'm also looking forward to 
bringing in more kids because our recruiting is going well 
because we have the friendliest campus in America. People 
visit this campus and are very impressed Our people on 
campus talk to visitors and don’t snub them. Also, our faculty 
members will talk to them, jshowing them there is also in¬ 
terest on their part, and ultimately, we have the prettiest 
campus in Tennessee. I’m really pleased with the way things 
are going so far. 

Next year, of course, is next year. It's hard for me to put it 
into line right this minute with so many other things to think 
about. Barring a lot of unforeseen things see us having a type 
of team next year that everybody else will have to point to. 
We’ll have great experience for the first time since I’ve been 
here We’ll have a junior-senior team, whereas, last year we 
had a freshmen team with a few sophomores And this year 
we’ve got a sophomore-junior combination. Next year we’ll 
have a junior-senior team which is the type of team you 
really have to have to win. 1 look for a good year and again 
recruiting will mean a lot to us this year. We will not lose a lot 
of people this year. We have thirteen seniors on the team this 
year of which five are starters, so we'll bring back quite a 
few people

The UTM post office handles 
approximately 3700 pieces of 
mail a day, according to John 
Buoy, associate director of the 
University Center 
Bucy said that the UTM

"We get a subsidy from the 
postal service to help us offset 
the expenses in operating, he 
stated Bucy said that the 
University also provided a 
subsidy for the delivery of 
campus mail.
